2. The declaration under 37 C.F.R. § 1.132 filed 10 September 2010, showing that 
the present invention and the prior art reference U.S. Patent No. 6,700,933, ("Wu''), at 
the time the present invention was made, were each subject to an obligation of 
assignment to Microsoft Corporation, is sufficient to overcome the provisional rejection 
under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) of claims 1-5, 7-14, 16-18, and 37 based upon Wu. 35 
U.S.C. § 103(c), MPEP § 706.02(k)-(l)(3). A non-statutory double patenting rejection 
against Wu is not applicable since the "decoder" taught by Wu and relied on by the 
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examiner in the Final Rejection was not claimed. Wu , claims 1-29 (only claiming 
"coding" subject matter). 



Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-14, 16-23, 25-32, and 34-39 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Applicant has 
invoked 35 U.S.C. § 103(c), thus disqualifying the Wu reference from the prior art. 
Since Applicant and examiner agree that the Wu reference constituted the "best art", 
there are no remaining barriers to patentability. Remarks , pp. 18-20.
